ceived that he was getting some valua- 
ble data for the'Lesai-Medlcal society's 
deliberations. 


"Yes. you fool," cried the patient, as 


he -dashed off again, "when a man's 
astride of a hobby he can't set ofC it.!' 


2.00O Lunatics Vailer Oitn Hoof. 


The state hospital for the insane at 


Mendota, six miles from J'adison, along 
the dJjre of the beautiful lake, contains 
about 400 patients. It is not considered 
a big one. The Blockley retreat in Phil- 
adelphia has 2.000 patients; and 1,200 to 
1.500 are not an unusual population of 
an eastern asylum. The Oshkosh asy- 
lum is somewhat larger than Mendota, 
and it must be remembered that twcn- 
ty-flve counties have local asylums, the 
theory being that the chronic cases can 
be there cared ,for more economically, 
the acute cases- and those who may re- 
cover'being sent to the two state insti- 


• tutlons. 


The Mendota asylum was opened In 


I860. 
There Is one insane person to 


about every 700 In the state. FromlSSO 
there has been paid from the state 
treasury for plant and current expenses 
about $4.000,000. It costs considerable 
over $100,000 a year for running ex- 
penses. 


It is a striking: fact that the Ger- 


mans, Irish ajid Scandanavians Impart 
nnd transmit more insanity—three to 
one—than.,the American, born popula- 
tion produce.1. Poverty and'poor, land 
make much 'of the trouble', 'for Wiscon- 
sin is characterized by a larger poor 
class, especially In the northern part of 
the state, whose people, without means, 
have settled on new and poorly paying 
farms, where the life is made up of 
hard work, exposure to a severe cli- 
mate, bad and insufficient diet, cheer- 
loss homes, etc. 


The report for the last year available 


(1S9G) shows that the new-comers aver- 
age over one a day. During the year 
£46 patients were treated, of whom 104 
•were discharged "recovered;" 1C4 dis- 
charged "Improved," and'12S discharged 
"unimproved." The death rate is some- 
thing less than one a week, and seven 
were found "not Insane." 
In all the 


thirty-eight years T.3TT patients wvre 
admitted, of whom 959 diefl. Something 
less than one-fourth of those who be- 
came insane are attacked between the 
uses of 30 and 40, and the decade be- 
fore that, 20 to 30, is nearly as critical. 
After a person becomes 40 years of nge 
the chances of becoming insane rapidly 
diminish. The nativity list shows that 
the Germans 
contribute the largest 


number; the Norwegians are not far 
behind; then the Irish and English born. 


About I'lvoiu tu« Hundred Die. 


Of those brought to .the ..hospital 


about one-fourth have been insane less 
than three months. About, live in 100 
of those treated die at the asylum, and 
twenty-eight in the 100 are- reported 
"recovered," If they do not recover In 
two years the chances are 
greatly 


against them. Of those who die by far 
the greatest number is from "exhaus- 
tion following mania," a story of dis- 
tressing suffering. Suicides are report- 
ed as about one a year. As to causes 
of Insanity, dread heredity leads; then 
comes intemperance, epilepsy, mastur- 
bation (164 cases from beginning), in- 
jury to head. etc. What a group of 
tragedies must lie behind these returns: 
Domestic troubles, 122 cases; grief. 81; 
fright. 23; disappointment, 36; overwork. 
29; pecuniary embarrassment, 7S: relig- 
ious excitement, 112; worry and anxi- 
ety, 66. La grippe, that new malady 
of ten years ago, Is credited with 57 
cases. 


As to the occupations of those admit- 


ted In 1886, (111), by far the leading 
number were housewives; then come 
farmers, laborers, and domestics. The 


• well-to-do, the well-born, well-ted, the 


contented ecape to a large 
degree. 


. The heredity list of 100 for 1SDC is sad 
reading.- 


In otic of the wards is an exhibition 


of woman's handiwork; baby's slippers, 
tidies, laces, crochet articles, • etc., for 
sale. 
There la a library for the pa- 


tients: books come from all over the 
Etate; games are allowed. Tht women 
•work on hospital garments and men 
are u?e<5 about the grounds and In otter 
branches of the service. There Is an 
amusement hall, where chapel is held, 
Madison preachers and others conduct- 
ing service. Card parties and an or- 
chestra, dancing parties, etc., enliven 
life for.patient and attendant alike. One 
woman Imagines she Is a queen, and 
there Is more than one who imagines 
hlmself;to be a millionaire. 


There:'are two "theories as to feeding 


the Insane. 
The small dining-room—• 


one. to each ward—obtains at Mendota. 
The food, as they say of boarding 
schools. Is'plain but wholesome. When 
blscults'are served It takes 1,500-to go 
round. Baked beans are an 'Inviting 
combination of^ninety-dve pounds' of- 
beans and 'eighty-five of pork. The farm, 
produces potatoes, oats and corn, and 
therefore a large herd of cows to supply 
the Krilk. The knives-and other uten- 
sils with which patients might hurt 
themselves a-ro carefully counted after 
each meal .and the clothing of patients 
Is Inspected to detect glass or other ob- 
jects the,unfortunates-may have picked 
up outdoors'with a sinister motive.

There Iffjless danger In caring for the 


Insane than Is generally supposed. An 
individual.patient may plan a stealthy 
attack, • but demente'd minds seem in- 
c«p»l3le.of..xinion::'- The thirty.patients' 


in a ward could, of. course,'overpower, 
the. one or1 two .attendants: .with .whom 
they are often alone; but if one patient 
should make, an 'assault, the others 'are 
likely, to take the. part- of ••the. attendant 
as their fellow;- in fact, more so. -'-Each- 
ward'has-Its, bathroom and. closets The 
death rate is' three .or four, a month, 
and in., some, cases.no relatives 
- or 


friends appear'to-bury tho deaai 


Relatives 6C the well-to-dos pay for 


their :keep -in'some instances, though 
there-.is a disposition to iet .the state 
do all.it will. 'The cost to the state Is 
about K90 per week per patient. Every 
now arid then mercenary heirs' and hate- 
ful1 relatives endeavor to work into the 
hospitals persons as sane as themselves, 
though success at-this wicked business 
Is rare. .But of the effort' to unload 
chronic drunkards on these institutions 
there is.no doubt. The Mendbta'hos- 
pital Is well located on a '.00-acre farm. 
The dock is an.eighth of a mile from 
the one great building which houses 
the patients and those in charge of 
•them. 
On pleasant iiays the whole 


body of patients, barring the sick and 
the £e\v violents. go outdoors. One sees 
them in groups under the trees. The 
females are apart and the attendants, 
about om: to twelve patients, quietly 
watch their charges, who seemingly 
give their, little -troubls. Often -a base- 
ball gam'-i is In progress. There is a 
good deal of senseless sliouting on the 
part of the patients, whether engaged 
in games or not; and many aimless 
gyrations 'that betray disordered 'rea- 
son. 


There are six female wards and eight 


for the men. There are "violent" and 
"untidy" wards for those who need 
them. The ordinary visitor Is not shown 
these places, for the picture Is not a 
pleasn.it one. It must be remembered 
that the more distressing cases cannot 
feed themselves, perhaps cannot move 
without help—can do nothing. 
There 


are violent ones who must be shut oft 
In rooms by thernselyes—ropms so de- 
vised that they cannot hurt themselves 
or others. Hardwood, floorings are In 
general use in such institutions. From 
the wards extend the sleeping rooms. 
In some only one bed is placed; in oth- 
ers two,1 three and more. In some of 
the men's'.sleeping rooms a dozen or 
fifteen beds are. placed. 


Jt'rttientj* iiujoy 3iillRT<ls. 


Pianos enliven the parlors of some of 


the wards and a billiard room is. a fa- 
\orlle resort for the men. The patients 
come in from the different counties, 
brought by the county sheriff, the phy- 
sician or a friend. 


As one sees the patients about the 


place they look Inferior, ungainly, bro- 
ken in.health and mind. Here and there 
one sees a happy, cheery face—and 
what a blessing when dementia takes 
this form. 
But to<T often physical in- 


firmity is added to mind weakness, and 
it is a sorry company of man, especial- 
ly that meanders into the wards at 
the close oC the afternoon, followed by 
the attendants. And It Is a. bad symp- 
tom when the infirmity Is not corre- 
lated. 


If you have a dear one, broken in 


mind and body, discouraged and sick, 
be of good cheer. There is' hope. But 
it Is when you watch from day to day 
the body take on strength and the-mind 
still depressed that you may well fear. 
The danger is that the mind is taking 
on Its permanent cast. 


The present superintendent is Dr. , 


William-E. I.yman, whose salary is $2,- 
250. with Dr. Clark and Dr. Chaney as- 
sistants.

The danger may 
be obviated to some, astent by coloring 
the liquid with some cheap aniline-dye, 
nsing enough of the latter simply to 
give sufficient color so that no ono 
would mistake tho sohitioa for an inof- 
fensive drink. It takes but a short time, 
however,- to prepare sufficient fora day's 
spraying, -which is perhaps'the least 
dangerous method. It is a rank poison 
and should be properly labeled and care- 
fully guarded, the same as all other poi- 
sons.

that the foregoing combination has been 
fully tested and found to be quite- as ef- 
fective as tho paris green und bordeaux1

Con£criilug Cutworms. 


Some writers on this subject advise 


the cultivation of tho ground, believing 
thai; tbe stirring of the soil and expo- 
sure of tho cutworms to the Run -will de- 
stroy them. While thorough cultivation 
is undoubtedly of great benefit to tba 
soil no amount of stirring and exposnro 
to tho rays of the suu -will destroy out- 
worms, for -when exposed it raquirss 
bat a brief spnco of time for those posts 
te^again secure coverings, and after 
many years' close observation of too 
habits of cutworms I donbt if a single 
one can be destroyed by simply stirring 
tba soil. In my experience -I havo found, 
two distinct spocios of cutworms, one 
cutting the corn .on tho surface of the 
ground and being readily found and 
caught in the act of destruction. The 
otber is out of sight and outs the corn 
about an -inch below the surface, and 
tho mischief isiiot detected till tho corn 
begins to wilt. Corn cut below tho sur- 
face of the grotind is irretrievably min- 
ed, butwhcucntabovethoground, when 
small, with the exception of being re- 
tarded ID growth it is seldom injured. 
Corn planted' on sod that has been pas- 
tured the preceding year is more liable 
to bo damaged by cutworms than if no 
stock had boon, allowed upon tho ground, 
says John Cownie in lorwa Homestead.

The importance, of providing tho 


proper amount of storage roonj for 
strong colonies- of bees is urged fay A. 
H. Duff in Prairie Farmer. If this is 
not done, we shall have trouble to con- 
tend with. He says when bees become 
very strong ia numbers and the colony 
very populous they arosure to do some- 
thing, and if they are limited in storage 
room that something will bo to .swarm. 
When the swarming fever gees ft hold 
on thorn once, they are almost sura to 
bother us well along in the honey -.sea- 
son, and' this, always moans a small 
honey crop. When bees onoo issno from 
the hive — that is, first swarms — it may 
be best- to treat them as a swarm and 
hive them in the nsual manner. But the 
lino rrmsc be drawn at this limit,' if tbo 
honey crop is not to bo Berionflly nf- 
feuted.

Prof. T. J. J. See.in May Atlantic: Jf 


Job wore to rise from, the dead and look 
upon, thc-heavens, he would see the con- 
stellations related to one another as of 
old, but he would find that the pole had 
shifted its position among the stars; n.nd 
if an immortal could witness the grand 
phenomenon which the precession oJ the 
equinox produces, in about twelve thou- 
sand nine hundred years he would Cud 
the heavens so'altered that the former as- 
pect could'be recognized only by an .un- 
derstanding of the changes which had in- 
tervened. As, Humboldt justly remarks, 
the beautiful and- celebrated constella- 
tion of'the Southern Cross, never seen 
by the present inhabitants 
of Europe, 


and visible in the United States only on 
our southern coast, formerly shone on 
the shores of the Baltic, and can again 
bo seen in- that latitude in about 8,000 
years. The Cross will -then be visible- on 
the shores of Hudson's toy, but at pres- 
ent it is going rapidly southward, and in 
a few -thousands-ears will be invisible 
even at the extreme point of Florida. In 
like manner, the brilliant star Canopus 
in the constellation Argo, situated some 
thirty-seven degrees south 
of Sirius, is 


now visible in .the'southern portion of 
the United States; in about 12,000 years 
it will cease to rise, even in Central 
America. From, the 
same 'cause, if Pto- 


lemy'were to. again IOOK. upon the heav- 
ens at AJexniic^v-ia,,he. would be unable to 
recognize Alpha and Beta, 
Centauri, 


which he easily saw and catalogued in 
the time of Hadrian: at 
present these 


magnificent stars arc. just visible at the 
Pyriirnide near Cairo, and in a few more 
thousand years they 
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can be seen by 


dwellers on the Xile only in Upper 
Ejrypt.
